clerks and 8,000 freight handlers in the Chicago district 
announced their decision to permit hearings of their 
wage demands by the Railroad Labor Board at Wash- 
ington. An unauthorized strike to attempt to enforce 
granting of increased wages was voted down last night, 
after an appeal was received from James J. Forrester, 
•head of the Brotherhood and member of the Labor 
Board.

We do not agree with him in this position, but he 


so clear and unequivocal in the positions which he 
es take that we would rather risk him, knowing where 
stands, than to take some other man whose backbone
